From the foregoing facts we may safely infer

This is too often the case under the manage- 
ment of our Theatres, where every second or 
third rate actor, at the distribution of parts, 
pricks up his donkey ears, and insists upon 
playing the hero of the piece; and if refused by 
the better sense of the stage manager, struts off 
like a stately turkey-cock,—and, according to 
the modern stage-phrase, offers his invaluable 
services to some other establishment, where he 
can be indulged in his choice of characters. It 
is a maxi with all half-witted stage heroes, 
that it is more honorable to an actor of spirit 
and ambition, to be hissed throughout, in the 
splendid part of Richard, than applauded to the 
skies in the second rate one of Richmond. With- 
out know’ -g a word of Latin, ‘‘aut Caesar aut 
nullus’* has always been the maxim of this kind 
of gentry, and always will be the case, so long 
as actors can be made out of men whose heads 
are without brains. 
John of Paris is a very clever version from 
the French, and has been got up in a manner 
that will not shame the company of the Ches- 
nut street Theatre in a comparison with the 
French in any respect whatever.
